Policy To Party Congress 


MOSCOW (A P) — Soviet for­ 
eign policy aims to preserve 
existing Communist states, pro­ 
mote national liberation move­ 
ments, aid the Third World and 
offer 
peaceful 
coexistence to 
Russia’s rivals, the head of the 
Soviet 
Communist 
party 
de­ 
clared today. 
General Secretary Leonid I. 
Brezhnev also coupled 
a 
re ­ 
solve to “ rebuff the aggressive 
forces of im perialism ” with a 
pledge to “ safeguard mankind 
from another world w ar.” 
Brezhnev outlined these ob­ 
jectives in a keynote address 
opening the 24th Congress of 
the Soviet Communist party, a 
gathering of the ruling party’s 
representatives to review the 
past, set future goals and select 
the party’s leaders. 
No m ajor changes were ex 
pected to be subm itted to the 
4,943 delegates m eeting in the 
Krem lin’s Palance of Congress­ 
es. The Congress is expected to 
last about IO days. 
To 
thunderous 
applause, 
Brezhnev declared that North 
Vietnam “ may be sure that in 
its 
arm ed 
struggle 
and 
its 
peaceful endeavor, it can rely 
on the Soviet Union’s fraternal 
support.” 
He told the Congress that “ in 
the last 18 months, as a result 
of the initiative displayed on 
our part, there have been signs 
of some norm alization in rela­ 
tions” between the Soviet Union 
and Communist China. But he 
said 
“ the 
anti-Soviet line 
in 
China’s propaganda and policy 
is being continued,” and “ we 
resolutely reject the slanderous 
inventions concerning the pol­ 
icy of our party and our state 
which are being spread from 
Peking.” 
Despite this, Brezhnev sai<j, 
the Soviet Union is “ prepared 
in every way to help not only to 
normalize relations but to re ­ 
store good neighborliness and 
friendship between the Soviet 


Union and the People’s Repub­ 
lic of China.” 
He defended the 1968 invasion 
of 
Czechoslovakia, 
contending 
♦hat 
“ anti-Socialist 
forces”

LONDON (AP) — Sir John 
Waldron, Commissioner of Scot­ 
land Yard, says the metropoli­ 
tan police have introduced a new 
“ Home Beat” system to bring 
bobbies into the closest possible 
contact with the public. 
“ Basically,” he said, “it’s the 
village constable—such as oper­ 
ates in the country—brought in­ 
to the urban area.” 
“lf we ever lose that common 
touch,” he said in an interview 
filmed by NBC News, “we shall 
lose the respect of the public 
and furthermore we shall lose 
our information and the intelli­ 
gence on which we live.” 
Under the new system, the 
policeman on certain beats must 
live on it or near it. He sets 
his own hours according 
to 
need. 
The need for “home beat” 
cops developed, Waldron said, 
when demonstrations against the 
Vietnam war in 1968 turned 
violent. 
“We knew we had to retrain, 
we had to use our intelligence 
operation to find out who was 
running these shows and what | 
their plans were,” he said. 
“Once we knew who the insti­ 
gators were, we developed the 
“amoeba method.” Our 
men 
just surround them, cut them off 
from the others—in other words, 
swallow them—and the crowd 
falls away.”

Many school children, as well as their 
parents, are surprised to learn “The 
Star Spangled B anner” did not become 
the official national anthem until 1931, 
although it was written in 1814 and was 
generally accepted as the nation’s num­ 
ber one song for many years prior to 
its official adoption. 
Naming of “The Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner” as the anthem was not accom­ 
plished without controversy. M a n y 
thought “ Am erica” was a more appro­ 
priate song — and easier to sing. Cover­ 
ing the wide range of octaves in F ran­ 
cis Scott Key’s m asterpiece still is a 
subject of much discussion. 
Noting that the tune for the song was 


borrowed from a popular drinking song, 
George London, a bass-baritone and 
artistic director of the Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts in Washington, 
has said, “It’s impossible to sing if 
you’re sober.” 
Perhaps, but the National Geographic 
Society reports the great Enrico Caruso 
had another problem with the song — 
the words. His version cam e out some­ 
thing like: “0 seiken iu see bai dhi 
dons erli lait/ Huat so praudli ui heild 
at dhi tuallaits last glimmin . . .” 
Sounds almost as if Caruso agreed 
with London about the condition a sing­ 
er had to be in before he could sing the 
song.

The 
column answers questions most 
frequently asked by taxpayers. 
• Q. Do I have to report interest 
from U. S. Savings Bonds on 
my tax return? 
A. Yes. Interest earned on 
your Savings Bonds is taxable 
and must be reported. However, 
you have the option of reporting 
the interest each year as the 
redemption value increases or 
all at once when the bonds are 
r e d e e m e d , 
or 
mature, 
whichever is earlier. If you 
elect 
the 
yearly 
method of 
reporting, you must continue it 
even for all future bond pur­ 
chases. 
To report the interest from 
the Savings Bonds, add it to 
your other interest income, and 
enter the total on line 14 of

A. If you are single and 65 
or older you do not have to 
file a return unless your income 
was $2,300 or more.

No Federal Aid This Year 
For Auto Pollution Tests 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Legislators from eight Midwest 
states were told here Monday 
not to expect federal aid this 
year for state programs to de­ 
tect air pollution from faulty 
operating automobiles. 
Congress has enacted legisla­ 
tion for a federal grant program 
expected to provide $700 million 
in government aid the first year. 
However, Erie O. Stork of the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, told the legislators that 
the agency doesn’t know yet if 
a nationwide program of inspec­ 
ting cars would be economically 
feasible. He also said there is 
no uniform testing procedure 
for cars that could be applied 
to all 50 states. 
Stork told the legislators from
